Batman is one series that holds a lot of memories for me. That 
being said, I worked on it 50 years ago. Right now, I’m one step 
away from senility, so most of my memories from that period 
have faded away. 

I do recall that when the magazine Shorten King asked me to do 
a Batman series, my intention was to adapt my art style to the 
American way of drawing Batman. However, as it happened, I 
couldn’t help but revert to my usual art style, which I regret to 
some extent. But even trying to stray from my usual form and 
draw it the American way took me twice as long to do. 

At the same time, I was working on multiple stories for other 
magazines as well, so I didn’t have any time to spare. As a result, 
spending a lot of time changing my style to work on Batman 
put me well on the way to blowing deadlines for all of the 
other projects I was working on. 

And so, I really had no other choice but to go back to drawing 
the series with my usual style. But looking back, there’s a part of 
me that thinks drawing it in my own style was the right way to 
go instead of forcing myself to do it in the American style. 

Some 50 years have passed and now Shogakukan Creative is 
publishing the collected editions of my Batman series for the 
first time in Japan, for which I’m sincerely grateful. Up to now, 
many fans have told me they would love to have a collected 
edition of the series, so I think we’re all happy about this good 
news. My hope is that with this, even more people will read the 
Batman of my memories.
